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The  Report  having  been  read  by  the  Rev.  H.  Lanton,  the  following 
Resolutions  were  proposed  and  adopted : 

I.  Moved  by  Rev.  J.  Douse  ;  seconded  by  Rev.  Wm.  Scott  : 
That  the  Report  now  read  be  adopted  and  published ;  and  that 

this  Meeting  offers  its  grateful  acknowledgments  to  Almighty  God  for 
the  encouraging  measure  of  success  which  he  continues  to  vouchsafe 
to  the  Wesleyan  Missionary  Society,  in  common  with  other  similar 
Protestant  Institutions. 

II.  Moved  by  Rev.  E.  Evans  ;  seconded  by  Rev.  J.  Davidson  : 
That  while  this  Meeting  rejoices  in  the  improved  state  of  the 

Society's  funds,  it  regrets  to  learn  that  many  urgent  calls  for  laborers 
cannot  be  responded  to,  for  want  of  means  ;  and  pledges  itself  to  re- 
newed and  increased  exertions  for  the  accomplishment  of  its  benevolent 
and  important  objects. 

III.  Moved  by  Rev.  M.  Richey  ;  seconded  by  Rev.  John  Sunday  : 
That  this  Meeting  most  earnestly  recommends  fervent  and  perse- 
vering prayer  to  Almighty  God,  that  He  will  be  pleased  to  remove  the 
various  hindrances  which  obstruct  the  endeavors  of  Evangelical  Mis- 
sionaries in  various  parts  of  the  world  ;  and  to  give  fuller  effect  to 
those  endeavors  by  a  copious  outpouring  of  His  Holy  Spirit. 

IV.  Moved  by  Rev.  J.  B.  Selley  ;  seconded  by  Rev.  H.  Lanton  : 
That  the  thanks  of  this  Meeting  be  given  to  all  those  persons  who, 

during  the  past  year,  have  aided  the  funds,  or  otherwise  promoted  the 
interests  of  the  Society ;  and  that  the  following  be  the  Officers  of  this 
District  Auxiliary  for  the  ensuing  year:

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REPORT. 


The  distressing  perplexity  which  the  Signs  of  the  Times  are  calculated 
to  engender  in  the  breast  of  every  careful  observer,  may  perhaps  find 
some  alleviation  in  the  remembrance,  that  although  the  simplicity  of 
the  Gospel  has  always  been  confronted,  through  the  erimity  of  the 
carnal  mind,  by  the  sophistry  of  men,  yet  it  has  pleased  God  ever  to 
sustain  the  Gospel  of  His  grace,  and  to  raise  it  from  its  lowest  depres- 
sion ;  and  if  darkness  and  gloom  thicken  at  present  on  the  horizon,  it 
may  be  a  question  whether  there  is  not  rather  a  change  of  form  in  the 
impediments  which  are  obstructing  the  progress  of  the  Gospel,  than 
any  substantial  difference  in  their  nature.  But,  be  this  as  it  may,  it  is 
unquestionably  the  imperative  duty  of  Christians  to  examine  the  prin- 
ciples which  are  influencing  their  conduct ;  to  act  more  vigorously  and 
with  greater  self-denial,  in  accordance  with  the  last  commands  of  their 
Divine  Master  ;  and  to  abound  in  prayer  for  the  outpouring  of  the 
Influences  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  to  dissipate  the  darkness  that  is  now 
brooding  over  the  Church  of  Christ,  and  to  reclaim  an  alienated  world 
to  God. 

Among  the  Institutions  whose  operations  are  directed  to  these  im- 
portant ends,  the  Wesleyan  Missionary  Society  has  long  occupied 
a  conspicuous  and  enlarging  sphere,  embracing  now  two  hundred  and 
seventy-seven  central  or  principal  stations  in  the  various  parts  of  the 
world.  In  the  wide  range  of  its  evangelistic  toils,  "the  Lord  of  the 
harvest"  has  again  "crowned  the  year  with  His  goodness." 

The  faith,  patience,  and  constancy  of  adherence  to  great  principles 
well  considered,  have,  indeed,  exposed  its  agents  to  numerous  trials 
in  several  parts  of  the  work ;  but  while  ambitious  men  would  wrest 
from  us  the  right  arid  privilege  of  cultivating  the  waste  howling  wilder- 
ness of  heathenism,  the  Great  Head  of  the  Church  has  signally  owned 
our  Missionaries  as  His  successors  to  the  Apostles,  both  in  preaching 
the  Word  and  administering  His  holy  Sacraments.  By  the  outpouring 
of  His  Spirit,  and  the  conversion  of  many  pagan  hearts,  He  hath  ful- 
filled His  gracious  promise :  "Fear  not,  O  Jacob,  my  servant;  and 
thou,  Jesurun,  whom  I  have  chosen  :  for  I  will  pour  water  upon  him 
that  is  thirsty,  and  floods  upon  the  dry  ground  :  I  will  pour  my  Spirit 
upon  thy  seed,  and  my  blessing  upon  thine  offspring;  and  they  shall 
spring  up  as  among  the  grass,  as  willows  by  the  water  courses  :  one 
shall  say,  i  am  the  Lord's  ;  and  another  shall  call  himself  by  the  name 
of  Jacob  ;  and  another  shall  subscribe  wtth  his  hand  unto  the  Lord, 
and  surname  himself  by  the  name  of  Israel."    Since  our  last  District 
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Report  was  published,  we  find  an  increase  in  our  Mission  Churches  of 
9,930  full  and  accredited  members,  and  5,066  probationers.  The  total 
number  of  persons  enjoying  the  communion  of  the  Saints,  in  our  Class 
Meetings  on  the  Mission  Stations,  is  106,203. 

We  shall  now  exhibit  a  brief  sketch  of  the  principal  Stations  occu- 
pied by  the  Society,  in  the  usual  order. 

MISSIONS  IN  EUROPE. 

At  19  principal  stations  in  Ireland,  the  Missionaries  are  zealously 
pursuing  their  work,  with  some  encouragement,  although  numerous 
difficulties  are  still  interposed  to  prevent  access  to  the  people  at  large ; 
and  means  of  various  kinds  are  used  in  many  places  to  prevent  children 
from  receiving  instruction  in  the  schools,  and  their  parents  from  hear- 
ing the  Word  of  God.  The  educational  department  of  the  work  is,  not- 
withstanding, extending  its  influence.  At  the  commencement,  there 
were  only  20  Mission  Daily  Schools,  with  about  1,300  children:  last 
year  there  were  52  schools,  with  about  4,000  children,  half  of  whom 
read  the  Scriptures. 

Germany. — At  Winnenden  MrMulleris  prosecuting  his  labors, 
with  tokens  of  the  Divine  approbation  :  608  individuals  are  united  with 
him  in  Church  fellowship ;  and  by  the  agency,  chiefly  gratuitous,  of 
48  converts,  he  is  enabled  to  provide  regular  services  every  week  for 
35  towns  and  villages. 

In  France  and  Switzerland  great  good  has  been  effected  during 
the  past  year,  not  only  to  the  societies,  congregations,  and  schools, 
connected  with  our  establishments,  but  also  to  the  public  generally ; 
and  by  religious  publications,  the  Mission  press  is  exerting  a  beneficial 
influence.  Some  Missionaries  now  laboring  for  other  Societies  owe 
their  conversion,  under  God,  to  Wesleyan  Methodism. 

At  Gibraltar,  nothing  remarkable  has  occurred  during  the  year. 
The  Missionary  is  assiduous,  and  his  ministrations  in  the  Spanish  as 
well  as  English  department,  including  the  Schools,  are  divinely 
blessed. 

MISSIONS  IN  ASIA. 

Advancing  activity  and  usefulness  are  observable  at  all  points  in 
South  India  ;  and  the  diffusion  of  Scriptural  knowledge,  and  the  con- 
version of  souls,  are  the  happy  results.  In  North  Ceylon,  at  Jaffna, 
Mr  Perceval's  persevering  exertions  in  the  education  of  the  young  had 
been  acknowledged  by  an  annual  grant  from  the  School  Commission 
in  the  Island  of  .£150.  In  Batticaloa,  during  the  year,  there  had  been 
117  baptisms:  the  members  of  Society  had  increased  from  127  to  147, 
and  185  were  on  probation,  including  142  of  the  reclaimed  Veddahs, 
or  wild  men  of  Bintenne  :  numbers  more  had  renounced  heathenism, 
and  were  under  Christian  instruction.    AtTrincomalee,  a  great  change 
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has  taken  place  :  a  knowledge  of  letters,  and  an  acquaintance  with  the 
Scriptures,  were  almost  general.  In  South  Ceylon,  there  is  a  deep- 
ening and  extension  of  the  work  :  the  Government  School  Commission 
is  co-operating  with  the  Missionaries:  the  principal  Schools  have 
been  taken  on  the  Government  list,  and  the  amount  thus  saved  has 
been  employed  in  rendering  the  Schools  more  efficient :  ten  promising 
young  men  had  been  put  in  training  for  usefulness  :  78  persons  had 
been  added  to  the  Society  ;  and  there  are  many  encouraging  indications 
of  further  success  :  thus  strengthening  the  hope  that,  with  the  blessing 
of  God  upon  the  diffusion  of  Scriptural  knowledge  and  the  religious 
instruction  of  the  rising  generation,  Budhism  in  the  South  of  Ceylon 
will  gradually  give  way,  and,  at  no  remote  period,  be  totally  eradicated 
by  the  religion  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

AUSTRALIA  AND  POLYNESIA. 

The  increasing  prosperity  of  the  work  in  New  South  Wales  is 
evidenced  by  the  addition  of  three  hundred  members  within  the  last 
nine  months,  as  well  as  by  financial  improvements.  A  favourable 
change  has  taken  place  in  the  Mission  among  the  aborigines  of  Bunt- 
ingville.  A  School,  for  the  instruction  of  native  families,  has  been 
commenced  at  Adelaide,  in  South  Australia,  with  hopeful  prospects  ; 
while  the  Native  Establishment  in  Western  Australia  furnishes  abun- 
dant proof  that  the  aborigines  are  capable  of  instruction  and  suscep- 
tible of  religion.  In  Van  Dieman's  Land  the  unhappy  natives  are 
extinct,  or  secluded  in  forest  retreats  ;  but  the  ordinances  of  religion 
are  afforded  to  great  numbers  of  convicts,  and  most  beneficial  effects 
have  been  manifested  in  many  of  these  outcasts  of  society. 

New  Zealand. — By  the  recent  distressing  events  at  Wairoa  and 
Cloudy  Bay,  one  of  the  most  promising  missions  has  been  suspended,, 
if  not  entirely  destroyed.  This  station  had  not  been  formed  more 
than  three  years,  but  in  that  short  period  it  had  been  eminently  suc- 
cessful. The  natives  listened  with  eagerness  to  the  instructions  off 
the  Missionaries ;  they  speedily  acquired  the  art  of  reading: ;  their 
regard  for  the  Sacred  Scriptures  was  evinced  by  their  purchasing 
many  hundred  copies  of  the  New  Testament,  in  the  native  language, 
which  had  been  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  Society's  Missionaries  by 
the  provident  care  and  liberality  of  the  British  and  Foreign  Bible  Soci- 
ety ;  a  large  and  commodious  place  of  worship  was  erected,  chiefly  by 
the  exertions  of  the  natives  themselves  ;  and  six  hundred  of  the  best 
instructed  natives  had,  at  the  date  of  the  Wairau  affair,  been  admitted 
as  communicants.  These  refrained  from  joining  their  heathen  coun- 
trymen in  hostilities  against  the  English  :  the  Mission  Chief,  Puaha, 
first  endeavored  to  prevent  the  effusion  of  blood,  by  going  up  to  the 
English  magistrate,  and,  with  the  New  Testament  open  in  his  hand, 
saying  to  him  :  "Don't  fight,  don't  fight ;  this  book  says  it  is  wrong  to 
fight;  the  Missionaries  have  made  the  land  good  ;  don't  make  it  bad 
again."    Since  the  lamentable  affray,  however,  through  dread  of  the 
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apprehended  consequences  of  another  visitation  from  the  English,  they 
have  abandoned  their  residences  in  Cloudy  Bay,  and  gone  off  with  their 
heathen  countrymen  in  search  of  a  secure  retreat.  Thus  a  Mission 
which  furnished  such  ground  for  hope  has  been  brought  to  an  end  ;  the 
fruits  of  faithful  Missionary  toil  and  self-denying  effort  have  been  scat- 
tered. 

With  respect  to  the  Friendly  Islands,  the  state  of  the  Tongatabu 
Mission  is  said  to  be,  to  some  extent,  satisfactory  :  many  of  all  ranks 
have  renounced  idols,  and  operations  have  been  extended  to  new 
places  ;  but  the  Missionaries  have  to  contend  with  the  counteracting 
influence  of  the  emissaries  of  Rome,  three  of  whom  had  established 
themselves  at  Bea.  The  king  and  queen  in  Vavau  continue  to  mani- 
fest great  zeal  for  the  extension  of  Christianity. 

From  Feegee  very  cheering  intelligence  has  been  received.  Mr 
Kent  writes  :  "A  good  portion  of  my  time  has  been  occupied  by  the 
dispensing  of  medicine  :  this  is  of  great  importance  to  the  Mission,  as 
it  is  a  direct  way  of  attacking  the  gods  of  Feegee,  and  getting  hold  of 
the  understandings  and  feelings  of  the  people.  It  often  happens  that 
our  patients  have  sacrificed  to  their  own  gods;  and  when  they  find 
that  of  no  use,  they  come  to  us,  and  soon  recover.  They  are  then  con- 
vinced, in  spite  of  themselves,  that  the  gods  are  false  ;  or  that,  if  they 
are  true,  they  have  no  love  for  their  worshippers."  An  Institution  for 
the  improvement  of  native  Preachers  has  been  formed  :  Mr  Hunt  says, 
concerning  his  students  :  "I  have  endeavored  to  form  the  character  of 
those  committed  to  my  charge,  as  well  as  give  them  instruction,  and 
I  am  thankful  I  have  had  some  success.  The  young  men  exhibit  in 
some  degree  a  serious  and  devout  behavior,  diligence  and  regularity  in 
their  studies  and  other  employments,  and  submission  and  respect  to 
those  who  are  over  them  in  the  Lord  ;  and  what  is  the  best,  because 
the  foundation  of  all,  they  have  been  growing  in  grace,  and  in  the  know- 
ledge and  love  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ."  But  in  Feegee,  as  in  many 
other  instances,  the  greatest  difficulties  arise  from  past  successes.  At 
least  13  additional  Missionaries  are  wanted  to  place  the  Mission  in  a 
state  of  tolerable  efficiency,  and  secure  the  advantages  already  acquired 
by  a  great  sacrifice  of  health  and  comfort. 

MISSIONS  IN  AFRICA. 

In  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope,  Albany,  and  Caffraria  Districts,  deci- 
ded prosperity  has  been  exhibited  :  there  has  been  a  larger  increase  of 
members  than  usual ;  and  the  spirit  of  religious  instruction  and  inquiry 
has  been  more  extensively  awakened  among  the  people.  "This  state 
of  things,"  says  the  Rev.  William  Shaw,  "is  attributable,  in  a  great 
degree,  to  the  Divine  blessing  upon  the  native  agency  which  has  been 
brought  into  more  systematic  operation  during  the  year  than  formerly. 
These  men,  'in  their  own  tongues',  declare  'the  wonderful  works  of 
God',  from  a  heartfelt  and  happy  experience  of  them  in  their  own 
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hearts."  Thus  we  see  the  beneficial  effects  of  the  "Watson  Institu- 
tion" appear  in  the  well-trained  native  agency  which  it  is  sending  into 
the  field.  In  the  printing  and  translation  department  of  the  work  there 
is  a  laudable  activity  displayed  ;  while  the  marked  improvement  which 
is  taking  place  in  the  temporal  condition  as  well  as  religious  state  of 
the  native  population  at  Farmerfield  and  Haslope  Hills,  affords  evi- 
dence of  the  value  of  those  important  establishments.  The  Missions 
in  the  Bechuana  District  have  been  extricated  from  the  critical  circum- 
stances in  which  they  were  placed  by  the  proceedings  of  the  emigrant 
Dutch  farmers  :  here  also  a  useful  native  agency  is  rising  up,  and  the 
number  of  members  has  increased.  In  the  District  of  Sierra  Leone 
there  has  been  an  addition  of  300  communicants,  and  570  remain  on 
probation.  The  Schools,  comprising  2,200  scholars,  were  generally 
in  a  satisfactory  state :  the  Mission  press,  under  the  management  of 
two  young  Africans,  is  in  useful  operation. 

From  St  Mary's,  Gambia,  the  accounts  are  satisfactory.  At  Ma- 
carthy's  Island  the  educational  Institution,  owing  to  the  death  of  the 
Rev.  S.  Simons,  requires  assistance  ;  and  the  Mission  at  the  Gold  Coast 
is  in  a  hopeful  state.  The  prospects  of  the  Mission  at  Kumasi,  the 
capital  of  Ashanti,  are  very  cheering :  an  evening  School  is  in  success- 
ful operation  ;  and  the  chief  of  Bantaura  had  placed  his  five  sons 
under  Missionary  instruction.  But  night  still  hangs  over  the  land,  and 
the  partial  introduction  of  Gospel  light  has  only  thrown  the  surround- 
ing darkness  into  deeper  shade  :  in  four  months  800  persons  have  fal- 
len beneath  the  sacrificial  knife  in  Kumasi.  The  establishment  of  a 
Mission  at  Badagry  was  a  most  important  event.  At  this  place,  the 
seat  of  sanguinary  superstition  and  slave-trade  atrocity,  welcome  had 
been  given  to  the  returned  christianized  emigrants  from  Sierra  Leone, 
and  Missionaries  had  been  hailed  as  benefactors:  openings  had  also 
been  made  in  the  Ahu  or  Yariba  country,  and  to  Hausa  and  DaJwrni. 
Africa,  at  the  present  moment,  throws  open  the  most  extensive  fields 
for  Missionary  cultivation.  Its  central  regions,  which  the  enterprising 
traveller  has  so  seldom  been  able  to  penetrate,  and  whose  benefit  the 
philanthropy  which  originated  the  Niger  expedition  especially  contem- 
plated, are  now  rendered  easy  of  access  to  the  Christian  Missionary. 
The  claims  of  the  powerful  nation  of  the  Baraputsi,  whose  evangeliza- 
tion would  so  greatly  check  the  slave-trade  on  the  eastern  coast  of 
Africa,  as  extended  Missions  in  Guinea  would  that  on  the  western 
coast,  are  now  urged  anew,  and  with  increased  emphasis.  The  chief 
or  king  of  that  people,  who  had  sent  repeated  embassies  to  the  Bechuana 
stations  of  the  Society  for  the  purpose  of  soliciting  Missionary  instruc- 
tion, has  recently  departed  this  life.  Yet  his  desire  for  Christian 
teaching  remained  strong  in  death.  With  his  last  breath  he  told  his 
attendants  that  the  Missionaries  would  be  their  friends  ;  and  no  sooner 
was  he  numbered  with  the  dead  than  another  deputation  of  influential 
natives  set  off  on  a  visit  to  the  Missionaries  to  implore  them  to  redeem 
the  pledge  of  the  dying  chief. 
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WEST  INDIES. 

In  Jamaica  measures  have  been  adopted  to  meet,  at  an  early  period, 
the  entire  local  expenses,  without  assistance  from  the  Society's  home 
funds,  and  also  to  repay  the  loans  towards  the  erection  of  Chapels. 
There  has  been  an  increase  of  600  members  ;  there  are  7'70  candidates  ; 
and  the  school  department  is  very  encouraging.  Remarkable  success 
has  followed  the  labors  of  the  Missionaries  in  Antigua,  there  having 
been  an  addition  of  2,000  members,  while  upwards  of  400  remain  on 
trial.  The  work  of  restoring  the  Chapels  and  School-houses  is  vigor- 
ously proceeding,  and  financial  prospects  are  improving  ;  the  Mission- 
aries having  returned  £400  in  repayment  of  Chapel  loans.  In  Deme- 
vara  there  had  been  an  increase  of  154;  and  the  children  at  George 
Town  had  contributed  £6  2s.  lid.  as  a  Christmas  Offering. 

With  reference  to  British  North  America,  it  is  stated,  that  amidst 
opposition  from  various  and  opposite  quarters,  the  Missionaries  and 
other  agents  are  diligently  laboring  to  diffuse  the  knowledge  and  influ- 
ence of  the  gospel  of  peace,  in  the  spirit  of  peace,  amongst  the  colonists 
and  aboriginals ;  and  amongst  both,  scriptural  converts  have  been 
added,  and  many  doors  of  future  usefulness  opened.  Several  Chapels 
have  been  built  during  the  last  two  years,  some  in  the  midst  of  large 
agricultural  districts,  surrounded  by  newr  settlements  rapidly  filling  up 
with  emigrants.  The  number  in  Western  Canada  alone  has  increased, 
since  1841,  from  1,495  to  2,769.  The  important  Indian  Missions  are 
in  an  improving  state.  The  altered  circumstances  of  the  aboriginal 
tribes,  under  the  care  of  the  Society's  agents,  affords  delightful  evidence 
that  "the  gospel  of  our  salvation"  is  indeed  the  parent  of  all  true  virtue 
and  real  happiness,  and  contains  in  itself  the  germ  of  all  improvement 
in  the  condition  of  our  race.  The  accounts  from  Indian  Stations  em- 
body facts  which,  if  viewed  in  connection  with  the  former  circum- 
stances of  the  people  to  whom  they  relate,  must  convince  the  most 
sceptical  of  the  immense  advantages,  physical,  intellectual,  and  reli- 
gious, which  the  Indians  are  daily  deriving  from  the  new  state  of  things 
which  "the  Father  of  the  spirits  of  all  flesh"  has,  by  means  of  Chris- 
tianity, introduced  amongst  them  ;  and  for  which  they  daily  render 
thanks  and  praises  to  His  Holy  Name.  The  public  services  of  the 
sanctuary  are  frequently  and  gladly  attended  by  young  and  old ;  the 
sacrifice  of  prayer  and  praise  is  offered  twice  a  day  on  the  domestic 
altar ;  an  incipient  civilization,  springing  from  evangelical  faith  and 
charity,  is  extending  its  benign  influence  ;  cleanliness  and  contentment 
are  apparent  in  their  cottages  ;  the  women  now  "lay  their  hands  to  the 
spindle,  and  their  hands  hold  the  distaff"  ;  the  men  cultivate  the  fields 
and  gardens,  and  feed  their  sheep  and  oxen  ;  while  the  children  are 
daily  instructed  in  various  branches  of  useful  knowledge. 

TERRITORY  OF  THE  HUDSON'S  BAY  COMPANY. 

The  Rev.  James  Evans  continues  to  labor,  with  undiminished  zeal 
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and  enterprise,  to  promote,  in  connection  with  his  colleagues,  the  pre- 
sent and  everlasting  welfare  of  various  tribes  of  Indians  in  that  widely- 
extended  territory.  Sustained  by  the  Spirit,  and  cheered  by  the  ma- 
nifest blessing  of  Him  who  has  called  them  to  this  service,  they  are 
undiscouraged  by  the  difficulties  they  have  to  encounter.  The  late 
visit  of  Peter  Jacobs  (Pate-tah-se-gay)  to  England  has  not  only  tended 
to  the  invigoration  of  his  health,  but  has  greatly  strengthened  the  inte- 
rest previously  felt  in  this  highly  important  Mission.

The  financial  Report  presented  at  the  recent  Anniversary  in  Eng- 
land was  gratifying  beyond  anything  we  had  ventured  to  anticipate. 
Although,  owing  to  causes  for  the  most  part  casual,  the  expenditure  of 
the  Society  for  the  year  exceeded  the  income  by  a  very  large  sum,  yet 
it  was  found  that  through  the  liberality  of  the  friends  of  this  great 
cause,  and  the  judicious  measures  adopted  by  the  Committee,  the 
apprehended  debt  had  been  reduced  to  a  comparative  trifle.  It  is  with 
lively  gratitude  and  high  satisfaction  we  hear  of  the  entire  extinction 
of  the  old  debt  by  which  the  Society  was  oppressed  ;  nothing  now 
remaining  due  but  the  accumulated  interest,  which  is  in  course  of  being 
paid  off.  It  is  a  matter  of  devout  acknowledgment  to  Almighty  God 
that  such  a  spirit  of  liberality  has  been  poured  out  on  the  friends  of 
Wesleyan  Missions  as  produced  during  the  past  year,  for  the  specific 
object  of  evangelizing  the  world,  the  noble  sum  of  £110,620  05.  3d., 
including  about  £10,000  from  extraordinary  sources.  The  gross 
expenditure  has  been  £112,908  5s.  2d.  leaving  a  debt  of  £2,288  4s.  lie?, 
which  has,  however,  been  reduced  to  £1,274  3.s.  Id,  The  Committee 
do  not  think  it  right  to  adopt  as  a  system  the  plan  of  habitually  going 
beyond  their  probable  maximum  of  present  means  :  in  order  to  avoid 
this,  or  the  abandonment  of  any  existing  Mission  (to  which  they  could 
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not  as  yet  reconcile  themselves),  the  most  careful  and  searching 
retrenchment  would  be  promptly  carried  out  in  every  practicable  case. 

The  Committee  are  not  prepared  to  recommend  the  formation  of  a 
single  new  Mission.  Still  regarding  it  as  an  incontrovertible  principle 
that  whenever  Divine  Providence  marks  out  a  particular  service  for 
any  one  section  of  the  Church,  and  furnishes  peculiar  facilities  for  its 
performance,  the  religious  community  thus  specially  designated  is 
under  solemn  obligations  to  address  itself  with  vigor  and  earnestness 
to  the  allotted  task.  Still  holding  this  to  be  a  sound  scriptural  princi- 
ple, the  Committee  at  the  same  time  feel  that,  for  the  present  at  least, 
they  are  shut  up  by  pecuniary  considerations  to  the  one  work  of  prac- 
tically caring  for  the  existing  Missions  of  the  Society.  How  to  reduce 
the  total  expenditure  for  the  year  to  the  amount  of  its  annual  income, 
with  as  little  further  injury  as  possible  to  those  Missions  which  are 
already  languishing  for  want  of  efficient  support,  is  the  difficult  ques- 
tion with  which  it  remains  for  the  Committee  to  grapple.  The  subject 
of  the  enlargement  of  the  work  must  necessarily  be  postponed  until 
He  whose  is  "the  silver"  and  "the  gold",  and  "the  cattle  upon  a  thou- 
sand hills,"  and  who  has,  moreover,  the  hearts  of  all  men  in  his  hand, 
shall  be  pleased  by  His  Spirit's  power  to  open  up  new  sources  of  libe- 
rality in  His  Church,  and  call  forth  in  greater  abundance  the  means 
which  He  has  rendered  necessary  for  the  conversion  of  the  world.  In 
the  meantime,  to  give  more,  to  begmore>  and  to  pray  more,  are  obvious 
duties.
